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BUSINESS COMMUN TLCAT TONS 


The following letter is reprinted with permission from the ARRL’s 
FCC Rule Book, Sth Edition. It was written by FCC Private Radio 
Branch Chief Robert Foosaner in response to questions regarding 
amateur participation in the New York City marathon. 


“This is in response to your letter of October 15, 1984, concerning providing amateur 
radio communications at the New York Road Runners Club marathon. The Commission addressed 
the matter of business communications in the Anateur Radio Service in the ‘Order released 
He 12, 1983. You wil) note that the term ‘business communications,’ as defined in 
Section 97. 3(bb) of the Rules, is used in the broadest context. It includes all types of 
communications which are intended to facilitate the it business affairs of aly party, 
whether for-profit or not-for-profit, etc. | Thus, the determination as to the types of 
amateur radio communications. that your group could provide at a marathon would not be 
affected by the profit objectives of the sponsor, not by the pay status of other 
participants. 

"A fundamental guideline that should be observed in these instances is also stated in 
the Order:"...the Amateur Radio Service should not be used as an alternative to the land 
mobile, broadcast, maritime or common carrier radio services, all of which have been 
established by appropriate regulatory processes. fo the extent that these other radio 
services can be used to perform the necessary communications, such communications should 
not be transmitted by amateur radio. 

"Section 97.110 of the Rules, which prohibits business communications by amateur radio, 
does not prohibit amateur radio operators form participating in a marathon as a public 
service activity. Although some communications transmitted could incidentally benefit a 
Sponsor, we do not view such communications as violations of the rules where their main 
purpose is to provide a service to the public. 

"In your letter you describe three specific services which amateur radio could 
provide. — the first is a medical network, by which race authorities could be notified of a 
runner "§ need for medical attention. This medical network is, of course, acceptable. 

"The second service is logistical. Amateur radio ‘operators ‘would provide the 
communications necessary to facilitate the public's safe observation of the event. Clearly 
there is benefit to the race sponsor, but it is incidental; the principal beneficiaries of 
this would be the runners and the public. 

“Finally, there is the lead-runner position network. As you acknowledge, the purpose 
of this is to facilitate a system whereby the public, including, presumably, the news 
media, are informed of the progress of the race via anateur radio. This runs afoul of 
Section 97.113 of the Rules, which prohibits the dissemination of radio communications 
intended to be received by the public. If you wish to provide this service, we recommend 
you do it on commercial frequencies with other equipment. Amateur radio operators could 
participate in this phase, but not by virtue of their amateur licenses. 

“Please inform your group that their licenses are not endangered by participating in 
the marathon. They have my support and my personal thanks for serving the public.”

_ A somewhat less elaborate station could be set up, with or without the video display, 
if all equipment where je ey disconnected and secured in an available locked room when 
not being operated. This would make the operation more cumbersome, but would simplify 
security. 
| PLAN “C" 
Each club would provide their own equipment and be responsible for security, although 
overnight storage could be arranged. Only the antenna feedlines would be “permanent”. 


If this proposal is acceptable, DVCARC should authorize me to submit the Special Event 
Permit application and should begin the process of stockpiling the required equipment and 
antennas as donations/loans become available. Each club wishing to participate should be 
required to join the DVCARC, although the need for supplemental cash donations will need to 
be determined. 

As an aside, there are several other events which could benefit from a Ham Radio 
demonstration, including the Girl Scouts’ 75th Anniversary “Promise Circle” (Judge Lewis 
Quandrangle, Roosevelt Mall, and elsewhere, March 12, 1987), Girl Scout Jamboree 
(Philadelphia Civic Center, May 2, 1987), and others listed in the "We the People 200” 
Calendar of Events. All clubs should be advised of these opportunities which should be 
coordinated for informational purposes only with the DVCARC. Of course, the Special Events 
sealoll at the Visitors” Center aust be given first priority until all weeks have been 
assigned.

Valley Council of Amateur Radio Clubs (DVCARC) by Steve White, WA3IAD 


SUBJECT: Special Events Station: Bicentennial Celebration of the U.S. Constitution. 


ees) 1987, Philadelphia will be host to the “We the People 200 Celebration’ 
commemorating the 100th Anniversary of the United States Constitution. As an attorney and 
native Philadelphian I appreciate the special historical significance which this event 
represents throughout the world and to our region in particular. 

There is a major role for Amateur Radio during this celebration. Not my can we 
"advertise" the existence of the event by operating a Special Events Station, but we can 
also ea substantial interest among visitors to the station to become licensed Hams 
ves. 

DVCARC has approached the National Park Service (NPS) for permission to operate a 
Special Events Station within the Visitors’ Center, 3rd and Chestnut Streets, 
Philadelphia. A site tour of the Center with the Park Ranger in charge was very promising 
and a tentative location has been “staked out” behind the Bookstore area near a separate 
entrance. 

NPS presently has a security dispatch room on the second floor above the proposed 
location and there is no major problem using he roof for antenna installation. There are 
5-6 small VHF/UHF FM antennas already on this roof. We have some concern about interaod 
problems with the security system which would have to be tested prior to any final decision 
on bands, power levels, modes, etc. There is at least one other area within the building 
we could use if dgeeeal although an interactive computer exhibit near the alternative 
location could present some TVI probleas of its own. 

If we decide to proceed, a test with a van equipped low band antenna syste should be 
arranged aS soon as possible to resolve this RFI concern. If the problem remains 
substantial, the fall back position would be to approach the City of Philadelphia to set 
the station up at the Port of History Museum on Penn’s Landing. 

It is proposed to have the station in place fron i 1, 1987 abba 4 October 31, 1987, 
with primary operations scheduled from 13, 1987 (Promise of Permanency computer 
exhibition formally opens at the Visitors Center) through September 30, 1987. This a 
twenty week period, with room for some extensions if desired. 

Fach DVCARC affiliated club could adopt a week to operate the station, with weekends 
gl Pcl gol Ulam Mew 0 rae ce 
the station on the air from 9:00 am og 5:00 pm, the normal business hours at the 
Visitors’ Center. Weeks would be assigned by lot with each club choosing a week until al) 
are assigned. Nonaffiliated operators would be asked to contact the club assigned for the 
specific week to participate with that group. 

A “brainstorming” session indicated several approaches to the actual station 
configuration. Each of these alternatives is presented below: 


: PLAN "A" 

Museum quality automated video display showing recent Ham Radio promotional tape during 
times when the live demonstration was not operational. Adjacent to the video display would 
be a wy equipped station with 80-10 meter transceiver, 2 meter FM and Packet, and 220 
MHz FM. The entire operating table would be covered with plexiglass which would be locked 
- and alarmed so that visitors could see the equipment, but could not a aE The 

operators on duty would simply remove the cover and begin operating. NPS personnel would 
have access to the secure areas where keys would be stored and a roster of authorized 
operators would be provided in advance. If an existing promotional tape was unavailable, 
perhaps a local tape could be produced with the cooperation of Hams at the various 
commercial TV stations.
